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REMARKS 

The above claim listing is being resubmitted at the request of the examiner 
and reflects the Request for Continued Examinaliott (with Preliminary Amendment) filed 
April 29, 2004, as well as the May 26, 2004 Supplemental Prehminary Amendment. This 
claim listing is believed to reflect the current text of these claims. 

As discussed with Examiner Rao, the previous examiner had raised a 

formal question concerning claim 36, which that Examiner objected to because its scope 

allegedly was unclear since it referenced two preceding claims (claims 34 and 24). That 

examiner had proposed to remove the reference to claim 24 and to incorporate its text 

into claim 36. Proposed amended claim 36 would read as follows: 

Proposed Claim 36: A projection optical system according to 
claim 34 including more than one of the optical elements 
made of isometric crystals in which an angle between each 
axis of the isotnctric crystals and an optical axi s of tlie optical 
system is less than 10°. wherein said plurality of optical 
elements include at least two optical elements of which axes 
perpendicular to the axes are not parallel to eac h other 
according to claim 2 A, forming a first set of optical elements, 

wherein a second set of optical elements within the first set of 
optical elements have the axis substandally parallel with each 
other; 

wherein the rest of the first set of optical elements, forming a 
third set of optical elements, have the axis substantially 
parallel with each other and perpendicular to the axis of the 
second set of optical elements; and 

wherein a difference between a total thickness (element 
tliickness on axis) of the second set of optical elements and a 
total thickness of the third set of optical elements is less than 
10 mm. 
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This application is respectfully asserted to be in condition for allowance.
